But tall Estes Kefauver was 
there, his coonskin cap jauntily 
on his head, seeking the New 
Hampshire votes for the presi- 
dential convention to be held 
that summer. 

He had accepted an invitation 
from this particular Manchester 
school to speak, non-partisanly, 
on ‘‘good government.”’

Inside the vestibule were the 
principal, the beaming PTA offi- 
cials, and teachers. They lined 
us up—the senator and Nancy, 
the PTA mamas, and the polit- 
ical writers. The doors to the 
auditorium were flung open and 
we went marching in to ap- 
plause and music. 

The music was wonderful. 

Down front, at an old and bat- 
tered upright piano, two little 
girls sat playing a duet—peer- 
ing intently at a small book. of 
songs—and banging away lust- 
rer 

And the tune came strongly, 
if unevenly, above the ap 
plause— 

“T wish I were im Dixie, hoo 
rah, hoorah, 

‘In Dixieland I'll 
stand, to live and 
Dixie. ™ 

It was the first time the tune 
had ever been played-in public 
in New Hampshire ... and we 
marched down the aisle to it, 
thinking that this was just an- 
other chapter in what was a 
most unusual primary cam- 
paign. 

Kefauver had little money. 
His state chairman was a Man- 
chester barber who had taken 
the job when no one else would. 

He went everywhere. 

We went into a sausage fac- 
tory — unannounced. Kefauver 
went down the assembly line, 
coonskin cap on his head, stick- 
ing out his hand to startled la- 
dies with bloody, or greasy 
hands, who were imterrupted in 
their business of stuffing sau- 
sage into the cleaned intestines 
of pigs. Now and then a lady 
would have to shift a length of 
these to shake hands, but Estes 
never faltered. We went into 
insurance offices—and he shook 
hands at all the desks—into cafe- 
terias—where he shook hamds 
and said, “I’m Estes Kefauver. 
If vou are a Democrat I hope 
you'll vote for me.”’

Kefauver won. He went to 
Chicago and led on two ballots. 
He was then killed off by the 


Democratic machines in North- | 


ern states—and indirectly, lack 
of it from some of the Southern 
delegations. 

Now Tennessee has given him 
one of the greatest victories ever 
won in the Volunteer State. He 
overwhelmed a reactionary can- 
didate, who wanted to help dis- 
mantle TVA; who said the race 
was one of the “left wing vs. 
patriotic government and ‘Amer- 
icanism,’’’ who said the result 
would determine the direction 
the state and nation would take 
in the future. 

The most optimistic expecta- 
tions had been a 60,000 majority 
for Kefauver. It ran well above 
100.000. 

There are two fundamental 
deductions to draw from the 
vote. One is that the people of 
Tennessee who gave Gen. Eisen- 
hower a small majority, now 
deeply resent what his admin- 
istration is setting out to do to 
public power. The second is, 
they do not regard a mam who 
has a record of interest in the 
general welfare of the people as 
a Communist or left-winger.

Fstes Kefauver as their candidate in the 
November election—a nomination tanta- 
mount to election. 

Senator Kefauver defeated Congress- 
man Pat Sutton, who campaigned on a 
platform which was so Republican that 
the Republican newspaper, the Knoxville 
Journal, endorsed him and Republicans 
participated in the primary in his behalf.

Why Not Zone Streets 
As Well as Property? 


After all these years it may come to 
pass that some of Atlanta’s congested 
streets will be rid of trucks. 


The Atlanta Traffic Commission is 
studying a plan to speed traffic in the 
downtown area by barring heavy trucks 
from sections devoted to business rather 
than industry. 


The plan is being worked out by traf- 
fic engineers in cooperation with mem- 
bers of the trucking industry. The details 
are not yet definite enough to merit either 
commendation or condemnation. The fact 
that the matter is being considered, how- 
ever, is a step along the right road. 


Trucks are as necessary to the econ- 
omy as railroads and airlines. Unfortu- 
nately for the truckers’ public relations, 
trucks seem to be constantly in the way, 
whereas other carriers move in orbits re- 
moved from traffic jams. 

Closing the main business district to 
wandering trucks and trucks in transit 
will be fine. Another thing that should 
be given consideration is limiting the 
number of roadways between downtown 
Atlanta and suburban areas that can be 
used by truckers. 

Truckers are among the best drivers 
on the roads. While their intentions may 
be of the finest, the sheer bulk and clum- 
siness of their vehicles slows traffic and 
creates unnecessary hazards. 

Certainly Atlanta has many streets 
that can be reserved for private cars, 
with enough streets left over for the free, 
economical circulation of commercial ve- 
hicles.

Reds Show They Fear 
The Power of Food 


The Communists do some surprising 
things. If their diplomatic successes did 
not prove differently, sometimes they 
would appear to be utterly stupid. This 
makes it all the more difficult to under- 
stand the workings of the Communist 
mind. 

Thursday Moscow asked for another 
Big Four conference to discuss the fu- 
ture of Germany and to lay plans for a 
giant security pact for the continent of 
Europe. It could have but one purpose— 
to prevent a favorable vote.in the French 


parliament on EDC and to destroy, if 


possible, NATO itself. 

Considering the way things have been 
going, they might very well accomplish 
these objectives. If they do, it is only a 
matter of time before all Europe will be 
Communist. 

Friday the Soviets did another surpris- 
ing thing. They reversed their previous 
rejection of United States offers of food to 
East German flood victims. It -would be 
interesting to know what entered into 

' their calculations. They’ve figured some 
way to save their faces. 

They doubtless remember what hap- 
pened last year when they did reject our 
food offers. Thousands braved the wrath 
of police and soldiers to come over ‘to 
West Berlin to get the food themselves. 


The story of this food march backfired all 
over the Soviet Union. 


This time they have decided to accept. 
It would be a safe bet that there will be 
strings attached. No beneficiary of the 
food will know its origin, if the Reds can 
prevent it. Distribution will be made by 
the Communists, who'll reap the credit for 
feeding the distressed. The Reds accept 
nothing they cannot turn to their own ad- 
vantage—including food.

Marines’ Shining Hour 
Came on Guadalcanal 


Twelve years ago today the United 
States Marines hit the beaches of Guadal- 
canal. 


For six months they fought there in 
the festering jungles, lacking medical 
supplies; pitifully short of air support, 
lacking adequate naval patrol assistance, 
short, too, of intelligence reports as to 
terrain and Japanese forces. 

They were up against a brand-new 
technique of war. The fighting was con- 
stantly in a critical phase from August 7 
well into October. 

No troops, of any nation, did better 
fighting under more distressing conditions 
than did the United States Marines at 
Guadalcanal. When they had done the job 
the long, bitter weeks of defeat had 
ended. The tide of war in the Pacific had 
turned.

The locomotive engineer who laid 
on the whistle cord in the middle of the 
night to arouse the occupants of the farm- 
house burning beside the tracks has 
earned his place in the annals. So has the 
passing motorist who sounded the alarm 
under like circumstances. 

Now the helicopter. has entered the 
picture as something entirely new in the 
rural fire alarm and control system. 

Flying over Virginia, two Marine air- 
men, one of them Maj. William Tebow 
of Georgia, saw below them a small frame 
house in flames. 


They landed the helicopter, carried 
the occupant of the house, an elderly 
Negro invalid, to safety, called the fire 
department and were back in the air be- 
fore the fireman arrived. 


Such incidents may become so fre- 
quent as to no longer merit an “unusual,” 
but, for the time being, the chances are 
the man rescued believes—and we would, 
too—that the pair who came straight 
down from the sky to snatch him from the 
fire were no less than messengers directly 
commissioned by the Lord.

No mother with a son in the 
service could keep still, Mrs. 
Youngblood said, after reading 
such a tiendish article. To which 
I can only suggest that no father 
with a son who, in the next couple 
of years will be in the service, as 
mine will, could sleep content if 
the Army had punished the officer 
and the noncom in question. 


I'll admit that making the men 
stand at attention in the sun was 
a stupid form of punishment, for 
it did nothing to make them bet- 
ter soldiers. They'd have been bet- 
ter off if they'd been made to 
march 20 miles, under full pack, 
over rough country. 

I'm not condoning brutality in 
the Army. I’ve served under some 
tough training officers whom I 
would have been glad to shoot, if 
I thought I could get away with it. 

I'm merely trying to make the 
point here again, as I've tried to 
do before, that you don’t make a 
soldier by petting and pampering 
him. 

For, in Korea, I saw what hap- 
pened to men who had received 
the mama’s boy training that the 
Army tried out after the war when 
they had to ease the grind to keep 
the volunteers coming. These 
youngsters didn't have the wind 
and the stamina to climb to the

missionary responded: ‘I don't. 


ridgetops when the Communists 
were firing down on them. They 
stayed on the roads and were 
slaughtered. They walked into am- 
bushes because they didn't know 
the techniques of scouting and pa- 
trolling. 

When they went out, at night, 
to look for the enemy, they got 
lost and captured, because they 
couldn't follow a compass course, 
Their weapons jammed because 
they'd never been trained to keep 
them clean. 

They didn’t lack guts. They just 
lacked strength to endure hard- 
ship because they'd never, in train- 
ing, been exposed to hardship. 
They'd had the protection of ma- 
mas back home“ who wanted their 


sons to suffer no fatigue, no stress, 
no trials in their training. The 
Army tried to play it that way 
for awhile. It didn’t work. It got 
men killed. 


Now the pendulum has swung 
the other way. The training is as 
close to actual combat as it can 
be made. And every mother should 
be giad it is. It means her boy, 
if he ever goes to war, will stand 
a better chance of coming home. 


There is something in this story which each of us ought to cone 
sider. Whether we are preaching the Gospel or whether we are doing 
any one of a multitude of other things, we ought always to think not 
so much of Hindus or Democrats or Methodists, but of men. 


Too often we put people into 
categories or we classify them. 
Long ago Emerson said, ‘“‘A man 
is like a bit of Laborador spar, 
which has no lustre as you turn 
it in your hand until you come to 
a particular angle; thea it shows 
deep and beautiful colors.” 

An individual has a right to be 
judged as an individual. He stands 
or falls as an individual. We are 
too prone to praise or condemn 
men because of their associations 
or acquaintances or because of 
their race or creed or wealth or 
lack of it. 

Not long ago I was speaking with 
a friend who said that ‘so-and-so 
was a wretch of a man.” ““Why?” 
I asked. ‘‘He must be,’’ was the 
answer, ‘“‘for you know he comes 
from a bad background.’’ Ought 
we not to reject that kind of talk? 

Too many persons whom we ad- 
mire and respect have overcome 
the ‘‘handicap’ of heritage and en- 
vironment. How many persons 
have mastered their environment, 
conquered their background and 
have risen to positions of influence 
and. good works despite many ex- 
tenuating circumstances! 

Long ago I set for myself certain 
standards by which I would judge 
any man I might meet. They are 
these: (1) What are the best things 
I can say of him? (2) What cir- 


cumstances have shaped his char- 
acter and to what extent is he re- 
sponsible for them? (3) How has 
he triumphed over depressing sit- 
uations to become more than those 
situations ought to have made 
him? (4) Would I in a similar cir 
cumstance have done better? 

These questions help me to 
judge more generously and more 
benevolently men whom I meet. 
They have helped me to look not 
for weakness but for strength. 
They urge me to consider every 
man as an individual who has a 
right to be known for what he is 
and not for what we think he 
ought to be. 

One of the most gracious 
thoughts which any of us could 
think in regard to another person 
is this: Let me put myself in his 
place. Let me _ see the world 
through his eyes. Let me, if for 
only a fleeting moment, feel the 
pulse beat of his heart. Let me 
declassify him as a political sta- 
tistic or as a biological organism 
or as a sociological problem and 
let me think of him as a man 
who needs and deserves my love, 

In other words my thoughts to- 
ward him must be in terms of the 
Golden Rule. If we should do this 
we would find that particular an- 
gle of deep and beautiful color 
in every man.

School Costs Mount 


As Rolls Increase 


Business is good in the field of lower educae 
tion in Georgia. 


In fact, the common school syse- 


tem is expecting 19,000 new customers this fall 
This increase will bring the patronage total to nearly 875,000. 


Georgia educators are in a booming business. 


They can look inte 


the years ahead and see the totals mounting. 


Twenty thousand more students 
are expected next year, 30,000 for 
each of the four years following, 
and 40,000 six years from now. 
This progression is simply a mat- 
ter of looking at the number of 
births and projecting the stork set 
to the time the young ‘uns enter 
school. 

The growing number of cus- 
tomers means there'll have to be 
an increase in the number of 
teachers to serve them. Nine hun- 
dred teachers are being added this 
fal! to the State system. This ad- 
dition will bring the number of 
state-aid teachers to 26,797. And 
this Means more money. 

The State this fall will begin 
putting out $5,040,000 more for 
teachers. About half of.this will 
be for the new teachers and the 
other half will be for normal salary 
increases for the present teachers. 

These salary increases come 
about in two ways: (1) Teachers 
acquire more experience and (2) 
secure higher certification through 
added educational background. 

About 4 per cent of the teachers 
each vear acquire additional train- 


ing. By the time the next school . 


session starts, more than three- 
fourths of Georgia’s teachers will 
have four-year certificates. 

There are other costs on the rise 
along with the cost of more and 
better teachers. The influx into the 
schools of this year’s sandpile set 
will mean additional current oper- 
ating expenses. Lights and other 
services will be needed for the 


added classrooms. The State De 
partment of Education has set 
aside an additional $270,000 for op- 
eraling expenses. And as new 
schools are coming into use, bring- 
ing consolidation § in 


many in- 
stances, transportation costs are 
rising. 


An additional $350,000 has been 
set aside for transportation. More 
text books will be required for the 
growing number of students. So it 
goes. 


Georgia school. system will have 
15 new buildings in operation by 
béll time this fall. An additional 15 
will be ready by Christmas, and 
the total is expected to be 60 by 
the end of the year. Most of these 
new plants have come into exist- 
ence through financing of the State 
School Building Authority.
